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This is a decision on the paper filed August 16, 2010, which is 
being treated as a renewed petition under 37 C.F.R. §1. 378(b), 
due to the fact that petitioner paid the required $4 00 fee for 
seeking reconsideration. 

The petition is DISMISSED as untimely filed. 
Procedural History : 

• The above- identified patent issued on November 24, 1998. 

• The second maintenance fee could have been timely paid 
during the period from November 24, 2005 through 

May 24, 2 006, or with a late payment surcharge during the 
period from May 25, 2006 through November 24, 2 006. 

• No maintenance fee having been received, the patent expired 
on November 25, 2006. 

• The twenty- four month period for filing a petition to accept 
the unintentionally delayed payment of the maintenance fee 
expired on November 24, 2008. 

• Patentee filed a petition to accept the unavoidably delayed 
payment of the maintenance fee on December 7, 2009. 
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• The petition was dismissed in a decision mailed on 

May 17, 2010. The decision set a two (2) month period to 
file a request for reconsideration, accompanied by the 
required $4 0 0 fee. 

• Patentee filed the instant request for reconsideration on 
August 16, 2010, and submitted the fee for a one month 
extension of time. 

Decision : 

The May 17, 2010 decision set a two (2) month period in which to 
request reconsideration. This two month period was not 
extendable. Accordingly, the instant petition is dismissed as 
untimely filed. 

Since this patent will not be reinstated, the $1940 submitted by 
petitioner for the maintenance fee and surcharge, the $400 fee 
for reguesting reconsideration, and the $65 for the one month 
extension of time are being refunded under separate cover.
